The Elementary Teachers’ 
Federation of Ontario has begun 
staging 1-day rotating walkouts, 
in school junsdicnons across the 
province starting Dec. 10. Earlier 
this week it was announced that 
Elementary teachers with the Simcoe 
County District School Board will be 
walking out on Friday, December 14. 

All public elementary schools 
in Simcoe County will be closed 
on Friday, and parents will be left 
scrambling to find other alternatives. 
The walkouts are in addition to 
Administrative Strike action by both 
Elementary and Secondary school 
teachers - action which includes 


refusing to participate in field trips, 

activities, staff meetings, professional 
development, parent-teacher 
interviews, or any activities beyond 
the regular school day. 

On Wednesday, students at 
Bradford District High School staged 
a walk-out of their own, to protest the 
loss of extracurricular activities. 

At 8:30 a.m. on December 12, 
about 200 students at BDHS left 
their classrooms, and gathered on 
the sidewalk along Holland St. West, 
chanting “Kill the Bill” (Bill 115), 
and cheering every time a passing 
motorist honked. 


The walk out was launched by 
a group of Grade 11 students, on 
Facebook. “We had about 400 kids 
in it by the end of the day. It just kept 
growing and growing,” said Taylor. 
Students are protesting being caught 
in the middle of the labour dispute. 
“It’s between the government and 
the union - we shouldn’t be dragged 
into it.” 

The impact of the job action on 
students has been profound, the 
students say. After-school sports 
have been cancelled, participation 
in the Sears Drama Festival is up in 
the air, scholarships are in jeopardy

Garbage fees based on Assessment 


The County of Simcoe has approved 
its $415 million budget for 2013 - 
which includes a new way of billing 
solid waste management costs for 
Bradford West Gwillimbury residents. 

In the past, residents have been 
billed a flat fee per household, for the 
Town’s share of recycling, collection 
and disposal costs. Starting in 2013, 
the County will be rolling die bill into 
the assessment - which means that 
residents who own homes valued at 
higher amounts will be paying more 
for the same service. 

The County will be saving $2.3 
million with a new waste collection 
contract that takes effect in April. 
Overall, the Town of BWG will see its 
waste collection costs decrease by 
$100,000. 

Rolled into the tax levy, the net 
result will be an increase in the 
County levy of only 0.61% for 2013. 

Mayor Doug White suggested that 
“it was cheaper for us to go that 
way" (i.e. paying by assessment), 
since Industrial, Institutional and 
Commercial landowners will now 


also pay a share of garbage costs, 
rather titan having all the burden fall 
on residential ratepayers. 

But Councillor Gary Lamb pointed 
out that residents will be paying 
different amounts for the same 
service - “you get 1 bag of garbage 
no matter what” - and questioned 
the impact of the levy on economic 
development. 

‘We've got lots of assessment down 
here - they’re going to pull lots of 
assessment out of here,” he said. 

Councillor lames Leduc agreed, and 
asked to see the figures, comparing 
the impact if waste management 
costs are charged per household, 
or included in the assessment. 

He warned, “We’re going to have 
industry paying twice for that.” 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer suggested 
that details wouldn’t be available, 
“until the County sends more 
information” on its tax rates - but the 
lower overall County levy may offset 
the increased bill for waste collection, 
for homes with a higher assessment.

Call to preserve Bond Head 

To the editor: Congratulations to 
Mayor White and Council for accepting 
the custodianship of the historic Auld 
Kirk church on the 6th Line - and to the 
Bradford Local History Association, for 
their efforts in initiating the process and 
making the request. 

Council’s recent designation of the old 
Bradford High School (Fred C. Cook) 
may also be a sign that Council is turning 
over a new leaf in its attitude to Heritage 
preservation. However, Council’s refusal 
to act on the recommendation of staff 
and the Heritage Committee, to initiate a 
Heritage Conservation District Study in 
Bond Head is an abrupt turn of events. 

The $30,000 required for the government- 
approved study was not made available 
during budget deliberations, nor was any 
suggestion made to set aside monies for a 
future study - or access available grants. 

So, in spite of serious concerns voiced 
by the Heritage Committee, Bradford 
West Gwillimbury Staff and the 8 pages of 
signatures of Bond Head residents, Council 
has made no effort to protect the fragile 
core of this unique 19th Century hamlet. 

Its heritage buildings are still at the mercy 
of the wrecker’s ball, within 7 days of a 
demolition permit application. 

Why hasn’t Council taken the simple steps 
necessary to afford at least the minimum 
protection for these buildings?

Among the special guests at the 
Members’ Dinner was MP Peter Van 
Loan, who noted that the Centre 
is “very, very important to this 
community,” and who congratulated 
“all of those who have helped bring 
this club along.” 

“This happens because people 
step forward and volunteer... so that 
children and grandchildren can 
enjoy the community,” said MPP for 
York Simcoe, Julia Munro. “It’s my 
wish that you will be able to continue 


for many years.” 

Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Mayor Doug White expressed his 
congratulations in Portuguese, then 
noted, "There's 32 years of history 
here. We need to keep building 
that. Let’s keep it going... It requires 
teamwork, in the interest of the 
community, and of Bradford.” 

“Please continue to keep our culture 
alive,” Coquim pleaded - urging 
new families to join the Centre. 
“Parents, please buy your kids a gift 
of culture and a gift of tradition. A 
new generation really needs to get 
involved.”
